REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



SEQ ID NO:9-15 are free of the prior art. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,277,979 (Bingham et al; Sequence 2) teaches a proteins which is 100% identical to 
SEQ ID NO:34 of the present invention (see Sequence Comparison A). Nagase et al. (DNA Res. 5 :31-39, 
1998) also teach a protein which is 98% identical to SEQ ID NO:34 of the present invention (see 
Sequence Comparison B). However, neither Bingham et al., nor Nagase et al. teach that their protein is a 
TNIK protein, nor do they teach that their proteins bind Traf2 or Nek.
